The Kffect o f W ind on ¡Lake» . 
Attention has been called to the very 
remark able effect of the wind on vari­ 
ou s inland bodies of water. 
It is not 
u nu su al for the residents in towns on 
the shores of lak es to be greatly incon­ 
venienced, provided a heavy wind blow­ 
ing on shore continu es for any length of 
time. 
In the Baltic sea the level ha* 
been altered for u pward of eight feet 
Sometimes the w ater is blown ou t of a 
channel, leaving it almost dry. 
In one 
instance a depression of six feet oc­ 
cu rred on one side of a body of water, 
w ith a corresponding rise of six feet on 
the other. Lak e Erie has been k nown to 
alter its level a distance of 15 feet on 
accou nt of heavy winds, and Lak e 
Michigan was at one time the su bject 
of considerable interest from the same 
cau se. The wind was heavy and contin­ 
u ou s and piled the water u p on one 
side, while the other was so low that 
people walk ed ou t u pon rock s wherf* in 
the memory of man no feet had ever 
trodden.— New York Ledger.

The six-n t, of the great denu dat ion and 
of this wonderfu l achievement of the Col­ 
orado in carving ou t of rock a series of 
canyons abou t nOO miles long and in one 
place at !on?t more than a mile deep, with 
a mu ltitu de of tribu tary chasms and 
g'>rg< s. is very simple when you k now it. 
The old lak e bed slowly rose.

Colorado river and its tribu taries or some 
nameless monstrou s ancestor of these, 
sweeping over the slowly rising (su rfaces, 
planed them flow n in most r< h ntless fash­ 
ion and then began vvearii g ou t broad 
shallow stream bed-.

Owing in part to the wear of the water 
itself, bu t more to t he ceaseless bombard 
menfc of the su spended sand which it boiv 
from the u p cou ntry or pick ed u p a» it 
went along, and to tie* thu mp of pebbles 
and bowdders which it swept on in flood 
time, the river k ept cu tting down as the 
strata rose, u ntil finally when what 
w a s 
left of ou r inland sea Imttom got thru st u p 
so that, towering far above it< erstwhile 
rock y shores it had to be called a plateau , 
the Colorado and its au xiliaries fou nd 
themselves at the bottom of a series of 
colossal canyons and gorges, where they 
are today.—T Mitchell Bru ddeu , M. I)., 
in Harper’s Magazine.

Gen. Garretson 
assigned me to the place. 
It is only

Five officers of the Mass­ 
achusetts companies resigned.

were requested to for the reason that 
they exhibited cowardice at the battle 
of Guaniea. 
Gen. Garretson gives me 
all the credit for winning that light 
and say s that he appreciates my cool- 
nee? and bravery during the night and 
day , and any favors he can show me he 
will. 
He has asked me to detail him 
two men to act as scouts for him, as he 
thinks Company G has all the brave 
men in his brigade. 
Well, 1 must close for this time, as I 
have no more news to write.
